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Lemuria. Ohe Pacific Culture

An investigation into the problem of a Pacific Ocean culture 
rivalling that of the Atlantic in extent, if not in influence, is ren- 
dered difficult by the lack of written sources of known antiquity, 
the absence of geological correlations, and the influence of mis- 
sionaries on local myths and legends. 

Nevertheless, in spite of these handicaps, there still remains 
enough to enable a convincing picture of the culture of the Pacific 
Island Groups to be painted. 

The basis on which we have to start is that none of the present 
inhabitants of the Pacific islands have been there for long. The 
researches of Thor Heyerdahl, the organiser of the Kon Tiki 
expedition have conclusively shown that the Polynesian population 
is of South American origin, and that the migration took place 
well within the historical period, i.e. after A.D. 700. 

The same may be said for the Malay incursions into the North 
Western groups of islands, which must have taken place within the 
last two thousand years. In each case the invaders appear to have 
done their best to exterminate the aboriginal inhabitants, an effort 
which appears to have met with complete success by the end of the 
last century, although its final stages were probably helped by the 
ignorance of the European conquerors and their religious experts. 

The use of the name “Lemuria” for the Pacific Continent is 
due to the recognition by Philip Lutley Sclater, the naturalist, of 
the need for an explanation of the spread of the lemurs through- 
out a wide area spreading from Madagascar to New Guinea’. The 
strange coincidence that this word also incorporates the letters 
“MU” is of interest. The term “MU” was first brought to notice 
by Brasseur de Bourbourg in 1869*, and became better known 
through the works of H. P. Blavatsky* and Colonel James Church- 
ward‘, Whether there is any justification for assuming that “MU” 
is the name by which the Pacific culture was known cannot as yet 
be said with any certainty. In any case it is of small import, the 
main thing is to prove its existence and not to worry about its 
name until later. The Schliemann stories on the loss of “MU” 
were given in ATLANTIS Vol. IV, No. 5. 

Fortunately the earlier occupants of the Pacific islands left 
behind sufficient traces to enable us to form a reasonable idea of 
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how their civilisation functioned, and what was its range of in- 
fluence. One of these is the series of what may be named the “Big 
Ear” statues which extend from the Gobi Desert to Easter 
Island, and from Lake Titicaca to New Guinea. These immense 
ears, the lobes of which seem to have reached to the lower jaw 
bones, are imitated nowadays by many of the existing tribes, 
presumably in a similar manner to the artificial cranial deformation 
found all over the sphere of influence of Atlantis. 

Whether these big ears were the sole physical characteristic 
of this culture is not known, but they must have been a very im- 
portant part of it, to judge by the prominence given to them in 
rock carvings and statuary. For example all representations of 
Buddha show this peculiarity, from which it may be deduced that 
the great religious leader was of Lemurian descent. 

The Goc's of Easter Island share this feature with those of 
Tiahuanaco, while there is practically no South Seas tribe that has 
not depicted them in some shape or form. From all these it would 
appear that the Lemurians were squat, with short stubby legs, 
thick torsos, broad shoulders, square and, to Western eyes, un- 
attractive faces, many of which show traits of sadistic cruelty, 
having flat topped skulls, lacking in any air of dignity or intellect 
as we know it. 

Including the ruins of Angkor Vat, which are assumed by some 
authorities to belong to this culture’, there are eight groups of 
islands showing ruins of the Lemurian Culture North of the 
Equator and twenty groups South of it. Of these one half are 
East of Greenwich and the other West of it. A full list, giving 
Latitude and Longitude is appended. 

The enormous extent of area covered by the various indica- 
tions would prove that Lemuria is unlikely to have been a con- 
tinuous land mass, but was rather a series of kingdoms based on 
islands or archipelagos. Otherwise the area would have been 
greater than Asia and Europe combined. Here it may be observed 
that it seems unlikely that any of the Vedic invaders of India can 
have contributed, as none of them appear to have been sufficiently 
sea minded to attempt island hopping. 

Starting from the North, here are some details of what the 
Lemurians left behind them: 

NECKAR ISLAND. This island, some 450 miles from 
Honolulu, has stone idols and high stone walls. 




















SANDWICH ISLANDS. Hawaii has great stone cities of 
refuge, huge stone enclosed fish ponds, and Mexican type pyra- 
mids at a height of 7,000 feet in the mountains of Hawaii itself. 

ANGKOR VAT, the mysterious city of French Indo China, 
may well have represented the limit of penetration of the Lemurian 
races, it appears to have no relationship to the present occupants 
of the area, and its monstrous snake images show an affinity with 
the snake mounds of Ohio and the many traces of serpent worhip 
to be found in the Lemurian radious of influence. 

TAPUTAPUATEA, LADRONE & MARIANNAS IS- 
LANDS, where much fighting occurred at Guam during the last 
war, have small pyramids at Guahani, Saipani and Tiniani, while 
on the latter there are two rows of squared stone columns 14ft. 
high by 5}ft. square. The pyramids are known as the “Houses 
of the Ancients.” 

YAP. Here there are many embankments, terraces, solid 
blocks of stone, ancient stone platforms, large conical houses and 
maraes. ‘The island is also remarkable for its stone money, discs 
of up to 12ft. in diameter, weighing up to 5 tons. Between Yap 
and Guam is the world’s greatest sea depth, nearly 6,000 fathoms, 
which would show that they could not have formed part of the same 
land mass. 

CAROLINE ISLANDS. Here are gigantic monuments and 
remains of cities. At Lele there are canals and cyclopean walls. A 
custom of distending the ear lobes has been noted in Ruk and 
Hogolu, two of the smaller islands of this group. 

OLEAI, which lies between Yap and Ponape, has numerous 
megalithic structures and also a written script, as yet unde- 
cyphered, which resembles that of Easter Island, many thousands 
of miles away. 

PONAPE. The fantastic wonders of the city of META- 
LANIM almost defy description. The eleven square miles of 
quaysides, canals, sites for buildings, cut out of a series of atolls 
and a narrow bay, have caused it to be christened the Venice of 
the Pacific. The canals are 30 to 100 feet in width, with large 
locks, constructed of fitted basalt blocks weighing each 15 tons 
and upwards, averaging seven feet in width. The gateway of Nan 
Tanach, the “Place of High Walls,” still towers to a Height of 80 
feet, it leads to the remains of a building some 185 by 115 feet, 
with walls 15 feet in thickness. Here was the palace of Chanteleur 
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—the Sun King—and in it there is reported to lie his treasure 
chamber. 

The architecture is completely at variance with that of the 
present Polynesian population, who are unaccustomed to even the 
smallest stonewalled buildings, preferring evenly spaced stone 
pillars. Legend tells of Oloshipa and Oloshopa, the twin gods, 
who brought the stones to their present sites by magic, a story 
which reminds one of Stonehenge. 

SUMATRA, which lies on the Equator, has the monoliths 
of Passumali, which are alien to the local traditions and methods. 

NEW GUINEA has stone circles, irrigation terraces, stone 
carvings of birds, etc., which date back to the distant past. 

MALDEN ISLAND lies 3,000 miles from Ponape and 2,000 
south of Hawaii. It has 40 stone temples joined by paved high- 
ways, some of which eventually vanish into the sea. There is also 
a truncated pyramid. 

PENRHYN. This isolated island site has a stone circle. 

JAVA. At Boro Bodo, Brambanan and Modjopahit there are 
ruined cities, which must have been built before too A.D. when 
there was a nomadic people living there. 

GOODENOUGH ISLAND. This forms part of the d’Entre- 
castaux Group, and here interesting petroglyphs have been 
discovered. 

SANTA MARIA, in the Banks Islands. This island is laced 
with numerous walls built of large basalt blocks, and has several 
earth mounds which Rivers thought had been built by a very 
ancient people. 

MARQUESAS ISLANDS. Here are many stone structures 
of the Easter Island type, cyclopean Maraes and, on Hivaoa, stone 
statues with flat cylindrical heads, large mouths and thick legs. 
The pyramidical temples had processional avenues. Houses in 
Hivaoa were built on Paepaes, or stone platforms about 7 feet in 
thickness. 

After the Deluge the mountain ranges of Hawaii and Mataaho 
and Matchoa (a land which has now vanished) rose from the sea. 

ROTUMAH ISLAND has many stone tombs which arch- 
aeologists have been unable to explain. 

SAMOA-FIJI ISLANDS. There is a monument at Faleo- 
lefe’e which Stair describes as an unsolved mystery. There are 
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also important megalithic structures, remains of pyramidical 
buildings and irrigated terraces. 

The Fijians have a Deluge Myth, whereby the world was 
drowned by Ndengi in revenge for the murder of his favourite 
bird, Turukawa, by his grandchildren. The highest places were 
covered but eight members of the Mbengan tribe got away in 
a craft of some kind. On the strength of this escape they claimed 
precedence. Two tribes, one of Amazons and one of tailed 
beings were wiped out. 

There are also legends of an ocean continent called ““Kahou- 
poo Kan” the navel of Kane, stretching from Hawaii to Fiji, New 
Zealand, Rarotonga and Samoa. This was submerged by the 
Deluge, the Kaiala hinaalii, and there survived three tribes, the 
dwarf Menehune, the Kenamu and the Kenawa. The Menehune 
were great fighters and also builders of stone temples, bringing 
the stones from great distances, they built fish ponds surrounded 
by massive walls. The king disliked their intermarriage with the 
local races and took them all away to an unknown destination. 
They had been driven from Kuehelani, their island home by 
Pele the goddess of volcanic eruptions, followed by a flood caused 
by her sister Namakaokai. 

SOCIETY ISLANDS—TAHITI. The marae or pyramid 
of Opoa in Rairatea is 267 by 67 feet at the base and 250 by eight 
feet at the top and is partly faced with heavy stone. The temple 
at Atahura measures 270 feet by 94 feet and is 50 feet high. 

FRIENDLY ISLANDS—TONGA. I here quote from the 
journal of Captain John Stewart of the Bank line who visited 
Tonga in 1938: 

Dec. 21st, 1938. Nukulofa, Tonga. 

“Another interesting sight is the Haamoga Trilithon, or 
Haamoga-a-maui. This is an arch or gateway comprised of three 
huge slabs of coral rock. The two slabs forming the sides are 
each 14 feet in length, while the cross piece forming the lintel or 
top is 16 feet. This is supposed to have been erected in A.D. 1200, 
and though the dressing of the stone is rather crude one marvels 
at primitive natives of that age being able to dress the slabs so 
well, and one also wonders how these slabs, whose aggregate 
weight is about 24 tons, could be hauled and lifted into place 
with primitive tackle.” 

“Another rather unique sight within easy reach of Nukulofa 
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by car are the Largis or Terraced Tombs of the ancient Chiefs of 
Tonga. These tombs of which there are three, are supposed to 
date back as far as the 13th Century. Each is surmounted by 
terraced slabs of rock coral. Some of the slabs are estimated at 50 
tons weight. These slabs are well dressed and fit together in a 
regular manner, and again one wonders how they were handled 
and transported, for it is fairly certain that they could not have 
been quarried within two miles of the Tombs. I have heard 
somewhere before, a line of thought expressed which connected 
the ancient Egyptians with the monoliths of Easter Island, and 
if there is any foundation to such thought, then why couldn’t we 
connect the builders of the Pyramids with the Tombs of Tonga?” 


TONGABUTU. At Tongabutu-Sacred Tonga, there are 
stone relics such as burial places built with great blocks. 


In this group Rua, the sea god, was pulled to the surface by 
an unlucky fisherman. The culprit escaped to an island called 
Toamarama while the god drowned the rest of the world. 


MANGAI. The present royal family of this island in the 
Hervey Group claim descent from King Vatea and Queen Papa, 
the rulers of the island before the flood. This is a typical Disaster 
legend admitting the break between two cultures. 


RAROTONGA. Here are cyclopean maraes. 


RAIVAIVAI or VAVITAO. This island in the Australs has 
some great rude stone statues, which is unusual as there is no trace 
of masonery work except this. The figures, which have large ears, 
once stood on a marae called Atorandi or “‘Built to the Heavens,” 
which may be a memory of a survival mound. 


PITCAIRN ISLAND. There were originally three maraes 
here, but they were destroyed by settlers. They resembled the 
ahus of Easter Island, and on one of them three statues had stood, 
the headless trunk of one image was seen by Mrs. Routledge in 
1914, it was 31 inches in height but of crude workmanship. There 
was also a statue on one of the other maraes on the further side of 
the island. Two sets of petroglyphs are known. 


DAVIS LAND. This island was discovered by a Captain 
Davis in 1680, but by the time that the next ship called there in 
1720 it had vanished beneath the waves. It appears to have been 
the mainland of the Easter Island group. 
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EASTER ISLAND. This island has had more written about 
it than all the other Pacific sites together.’ Its rows of monolithic 
statues with their Papal type hats, the strange bird worship 
of the natives, its script which nobody has as yet translated with 
success, the pathways which vanish beneath the waves, all these 
have captured the imagination of the popular press. In fact 
Easter Island appears to have been the religious centre of a group 
of islands linked with Davis Land, as the island itself has not and 
never has had the means of supporting a population of sufficient 
size to warrant the number of statues and ahus (the local name 
for a marae). 


The information available seems to show that the statues at 
Easter Island were overthrown during the course of tribal wars 
within the last few hundred years, but there is no evidence to show 
that any new statues have been carved since the arrival of the first 
Polynesian settlers, about a thousand years ago, when the Long 
Ears were exterminated by the short ears. 


The bird worship is related to that noted in the Solomon 
Islands while some of the heads have a marked resemblance to 
those seen on the American continent. Who the original bird 
gods were cannot be said, but it is evident that they must have 
played an important part in the cultural life of the Polynesians, 
but not for the long eared peoples. 


NEW ZEALAND. When the Maoris arrived in the middle 
ages, they found a tribe called the Moriori already in possession, 
who were cave dwellers and workers in stone. ‘Traces of their 
occupancy were to be seen at Takiroa and Pareora and there is 
also a drainage system at Awani with drains five feet deep and 
five fee. wide. Near here a pre Maori covered lintel was discovered. 
There are cave paintings in South Island which are pre Maori.

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Ohe Walley of Fossil Bones

About 110 miles north of Cape Town there is the large airport 
of Langebaan. This was constructed at the end of the last war and 
it is situated in the middle of a huge tract of desert land, useless 
for agricultural purposes. There are a few isolated patches of land 
upon which wheat is grown otherwise it is drift sand upon which 
grows short scrub. 

There are no roads except the military roads leading from 
Cape Town to Saldanha Bay and Langebaan. Vehicles trying to 
get through the sand are often bogged but as these are donkey 
carts owned by natives one can realise the nature of the district. 

During the late war the writer, in his capacity as army pay- 
master, visited the army construction works every week and on 
one occasion he unearthed a large branch of a tree that had been 
calcified. This was from an excavation made for an underground 
fort and the discovery was made 67 feet below ground level and 
possibly 100 feet above sea level. 

Within a few miles of Saldanha Bay, and near Langebaan 
airport, extensive deposits of rock highly impregnated with animal 
phosphates have been found and annually now give thousands of 
tons of rich phosphate rock which is turned into fertiliser. 

A few months ago a farmer of Hopefield reported to a Univer- 
sity professor that, on a very isolated part of his farm, there were 
huge quantities of bones which he thought were fossilised. He 
produced some specimens and they were considered of such im- 
portance that an expedition of university professors and other 
scientists spent several weeks in this valley. 

This find was kept very secret and even archaeologists living 
in Cape Town were kept in ignorance of the find. 

. I have mentioned that the neighbourhood is pure sandy 
desert, yet at a spot less than four miles from the valley there are 
groups of some curious rocks, the one at Oliphant (Elephant Hill) 
about 550 feet elevation resembles the rumps of several elephants. 
Others look like tall columns in clusters. 

Within a quarter of a mile from the sea at Langebaan, at an 
elevation of about 250 feet, there is a typical raised beach covered 
by an overlay of three feet of earth showing signs of phosphatisa- 
tion. 





Langebaan Lagoon should be considered as the focal point 
of several remarkable manifestations. In the first place the Lagoon 
is fed by Saldanda Bay and the whole of its eight or ten miles is 
surrounded by very steep precipitous hills running up to about 
6-800 feet, these start right at the water’s edge. Scientists believe 
that the lagoon is a submerged valley, whether this is so, or not, 
the fact remains that at the head of the lagoon (marked “O B” on 
plan) there is an immense bed of fossilised oyster shells that go 
down for 40 feet. For many vears a firm have been loading these 
shells on to barges to a mill where they are ground into grit for 
birds and exported to America. The supply seems inexhaustible, 
for the contractor told me this had been going on for 20 years, to 
his knowledge. 

At a spot (marked “F V” on plan), 300 feet from the surface 
of the lagoon, from which it is distant about four miles, there is a 
valley surrounded by hills from 351 to 580 feet in height above 
sea level. ‘This valley is a huge sand bowl, without vegetation, 
while the hills around are of Ferrocrete and other iron stone 
formations. 

Strewn all over this valley, which measures about one mile 
long by half a mile wide, are hundreds of thousands of fossilised 
bones. All of them are of animals and birds. there are no bones 
of Homo Sapiens or of reptiles. 

A large quantity of these bones have been brought to the 
Cape Town University where they fill four large rooms. I have 
been permitted to inspect these bones and this is what I found. 
Remains of elephants, rhinos, hippos, buffalo, antelopes, horses 
(not the cloved hoof variety), zebra, ostrich, and many others. 
Perhaps the most notable are the elephants and buffalo, in fact 
first place must be given to a head of a giant buffalo complete 
with horns that stretch out almost seven feet. 

How did these ancient bones get to this confined space? No 
similar deposit has ever been found in South Africa, neither in 
quantity, variety or in good preservation. They are literally in 
heaps and are not underground, no excavation is necessary. In 
this small space of one mile by half a mile it is estimated that there 
are still hundreds of tons to be removed. 

Had similar deposits been found elsewhere some solution 
could have been afforded. But no, this is a unique deposit. 

To add to the mystery very large quantities of artefacts lie 
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around dating from the Stellenbosch industry (60-65 thousands 
of years in age) to the late stone age of less than ten thousand 
years. It could not have been a hunting ground, if this were so 
the bones would have been more scattered. 

I am going to suggest that here we have another proof of our 
Atlantean theory. These bones are in a solid assemblage less than 
five to six miles from where the sea level is at present. The valley 
is at an elevation of 300 feet and to get to the sea a climb down 
rocky steep precipices is indicated, EXCEPT AT ONE POINT. 

The land around Saldanha Town is the only land that slopes 
gently into the sea. For my argument I have shown the phos- 
phate rock deposits by dotted lines to the east of Saldanha from 
which they are possibly about 200 feet higher in elevation. It 
can be assumed that if these animals came from land that is now 
submerged and which we can say was the most eastern part of 
Atlantis their natural instinct would make them seek out higher 
land. This they found in what is now the phosphate area of the 
district. 

Something happened, what it was we do not know, that drove 
them in great herds to the higher ground from which there was 
no escape. What caused the final holocaust we do not know, but 
everything points to starvation and death. 

As I before mentioned the patch of phosphate rock is 
extremely rich in animal phosphate. One scientist has suggested 
that there was a large island lake at this point and around its 
shores were plenty of grass and trees that sustained life for a long 
period. 

Here is set a problem. Did these creatures escape from the 
terrible submergence to meet their death on the inhospitable 
shores of our continent? Failing that suggestion what caused 
hundreds of thousands of animals to die in this confined space 
without making any attempt to escape?

H Dossible Egyptian Gime Scale

A point which seems to have escaped attention in the past 
history of Egypt, is the nature of the link between that country 
and Atlantis. We have no idea whether contact was made in the 
pre-cataclysm period when the Atlanteans were colonising the 
Mediterranean basin, whether the Nile Valley was invaded when 
the disaster was already beginning, or whether it occurred in the 
post-diluvial period when a few refugees managed to reach Egypt. 

Nevertheless it would be desirable to have a hypothetical 
time scale by means of which the knowledge of Atlantis which we 
have from Egyptian sources may be evaluated. ‘The ideas here 
submitted are to a great extent speculative, but without this 
beginning no solution is likely to be reached. 

We know but little about prehistoric—i.e. stone age—man 
in Egypt. Recent discoveries show a population of a similar state 
of devclopment in the same period in other parts of the world, 
having the almost universal belief in the immortality of the soul, 
as shown by the furnishing of their tombs with the necessities of 
daily life. There was nothing, however, to indicate the sudden 
rise into a civilisation higher than any other in antiquity. 

A recent writer, G. Howardy, says: “The latest excavations 
have yielded important contributions to the solution of the 
question as to what population inhabited the Nile Valley. Many 
things seem to indicate that a foreign race, perhaps semitic, 
invaded the Nile Valley, bringing with them embalming, which 
was unknown in prehistoric times . . . a new burial custom of 
placing the corpses on their backs in a stretched out position, a 
method unknown in earlier ages. Furthermore the Egyptian 
religion is composed of such contradictory ideas that the only 
likely explanation is that they originated in different races.” 

We can say with some confidence that the invaders of the 
Nile Valley were the Atlanteans. As to the burial customs, it 
should be recollected that although they varied widely between 
the different peoples who were influenced by Atlantis, some form 
of embalming is always to be found, and although it became more 
developed in Egypt than in other parts of the world, the common 
source is an essential factor. 

Scientists have sought in vain for some reason for the sudden 
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upward spurt of the Egyptians from barbarism to culture. The 
missing link is to be found in the Hoerbiger Theory which 
visualises the peoples of the sinking tropical islands migrating to 
safer lands as the moon drew nearer. 

The possibility that Egypt also had a migration from Atlantis 
is supported by the story that the Nile Valley was closed to the 
world, which may have been due to a realisation that it could— 
under then existing conditions—only support a limited population, 
and that survival depended on restricted immigration. 

That Egypt was a sovereign state is supported by the state- 
ment in the article on the Schliemann Mystery in Atlantis Vol. IV, 
No. 5 that Taaut or Thoth escaped to Egypt and built a temple at 
Sais. If this had not been the case, it would have been impossible 
for Taaut to settle down under his own name. 

Sun worship may well have been brought in by the Atlan- 
teans; it is possible that their enthusiasm for it may have arisen 
from the fact that it had been endangered by the defection of 
some of them, and that it was necessary to re-establish it. 

As Luna drew nearer, it became obvious that the land of 
Egypt was in grave danger, and the inhabitants set to work to 
build the Great Pyramid of Khufu and probably also the Second 
Pyramid of Chefren. As has been pointed out in the previous 
article (Atlantis, Vol. IV, No. 6) these pyramids were used as 
temples for the sun god and as chambers of initiation. The demand 
of King Surid that his soothsayers “examine the position of the 
stars and see if anything new is going to happen” may well point 
directly to the approaching planet. 

The name of Khufu found in the Great Pyramid, may have 
been that of the pre-diluvial constructor, the fact that it was also 
that of a fourth Dynasty ruler, does not of itself prove anything, 
since names of rulers tend to be repeated in all countries even 
after long intervening periods. The name Khnum or Khnemu, 
of one of the earliest Egyptian gods, may well be related to Khufu. 

According to al Beruni, the catastrophe came in its due time, 
and half covered up the pyramids, but, perhaps to the surprise of 
the pyramid builders, the flood did not completely devastate 
Egypt, which may only have decreased somewhat in size as sug- 
gested by Bellamy’s “Atlantis Myth,” p. 97, and by the Priests of 
Sais in speaking to Solon. It may well have been the same people 
who opened them up as those who had closed them, which would 
explain the continuity of ceremonial.

When Manetho says that Menes was the first mun to rule 
over Egypt, we may take this to mean that he was the first abori- 
ginal king. In Turrah, near Cairo, Herman Junker dug up in 
1909-10 a series of prehistoric tombs from the 1st Dynasty, in 
which were found the names of Den, Mersen and others. One 
piece was marked King Scorpion, who is usually considered as 
the King preceding Menes. As Manetho places him in the epoch 
of the gods he must have been the last Atlantean ruler. 

The long period of time during which the Atlantean Dynas- 
ties lasted, over seven thousand years, may perhaps be explained 
by the relative barbarism of the rest of the world after the lunar 
capture, and the fact that Egypt was cut off from the rest of the 
world by stretches of arid land to the east and west. A parallel 
case has been the hold which the Vedic tribes have had over India 
for about the same length of time, and the fact that conquered 
aborigines are still suffering from exclusion as pariahs from the 
caste system. 

This assumption is confirmed to some extent by the reported 
statement of Manetho in the papyrus found by Schliemann in the 
Petrograd Museum, to the effect that the reign of the Sages of 
Atlantis had lasted 13,000 years. The fact that the Atlantean 
forbears were regarded as gods is scarcely surprising, as the Greeks 
appear to have done the same. 

An interesting point arises from the names of the Egyptian 
rulers, each of which had five different names from the roth or 
11th Dynasty onwards. One of these was the “RA” name, 
showing that he was a son of the sun god; then came his “Horus” 
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name, presumably giving him the right as a descendant of Horus 
to rule over Upper and Lower Egypt and to wear the Double 
Crown. Here it may be interposed that Spence in his History of 
Atlantis, mentions a connection between an Amazon Queen and 
Horus as the King of Egypt. 


Osiris was the god of Abydos, where many of the oldest 
rulers and nobles are buried. Here he was known as “He from 
the West,” i.e., from Atlantis, although the orthodox interpre- 
tation “He from the land of the dead” may also be correct, since 
the Greeks placed their Hades in the far West, for not only did 
the sun die in the ocean beyond the Pillars of Hercules, but this 
realm had seen the greatest destruction of mankind at the time of 
the cataclysm, and therefore anything associated with it had an 
aroma of death. 


It seems possible that Abydos was the capital city of Osiris, 
or even his burial place. Amelineau working in 1895-99, found 
in the hills of Um el Gaab, tombs which may have been those of 
Osiris and of Horus and Set. Further investigations at Abydos 
may well bring important results. 


From this period there is a gap until we come to Cheops who 
reigned in the 4th Dynasty. As mentioned above, his name 
“Khufu,” was probably also that of the original pyramid builder. 
It seems sure that it was he who blocked up the entrance to the 
pyramid, using for that purpose the very granite plug which had 
been used during the Deluge. Why he closed the entrance is not 
clear. He may have broken away from the worship of the sun, or 
he may have shut up the temples to preserve them from profana- 
tion. However, it remains reasonably certain that in true Atlantean 
custom, he did not use a pyramid as his burial place.

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Ohe French Ararat Expedition 


Communicated. 


The Expedition.consisted of six persons. It was led by Jean 
de Riquier and Fernand Navarra; Roger Kirchner and Jean 
Claude See were the cinema operators, they were assisted by 
Raymond Zubiri and Michel Veilhan. They left Paris on the 
13th June and returned on the 6th September, 1952. 

The following points were established: 

(a) The object seen through glasses by the monks at 
Etchmiadzin, is a natural block of basalt having some resemblance 
to the prow of a vessel. It lies at 4500 metres NNW. 

(b) The air photographs showing shapes of vessels, are 
crevasses in the glaciers, which are wide in the middle and narrow 
at the ends. 


(c) That the lake of Kop mentioned by Roskovitsky has 
nothing to be seen on its banks at the moment. 

(d) The height of Ararat by the South face was 5156 metres, 
on the North 3700 metres, on the West 3800 metres. 

The expedition took numerous films of the area, which they 
hope to be able to show in this country in 1953 or 4. 

In a letter to the Editor M. de Riquier said that: “They 
thought that the ice layer on the summit of Ararat was at least 
150 feet thick, and that it will never melt and that, accordingly, 
the Ark will always be protected by the ice, if it has not already 
been dragged centuries ago to the moraine. It appears that the 
summer thaw is only sufficient to cause the disappearance of - 
enormous snows brought by the winter storms. It therefore 
seems impossible to rediscover the Ark, which it is regretted, as 
M. de Riquier would have been able to verify by the radio 
active process his theory that the Deluge was at least 10,000 
years ago.

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A New Synthesis on F olklore 


by Leste YounNG. 


To concentrate within the scope of two hundred odd pages, 
not one mythology but several, and to arrange this complex 
material in alphabetical order is a Herculean task, but one that 
Mr. Sykes has accomplished with marked success. Though 
archaeological excavation has proceeded more slowly during the 
last decade through the exigencies of the War and its aftermath, 
the re-examination of the earlier material has brought forth fresh 
results, much of it relating to Folklore. The enrichment both 
from this source and the findings of ethnologists have enlarged 
the literature devoted to mythology and archaic religious beliefs 
to proportions of magnitude, creating a vital necessity for a 
comprehensive classification of the subject in an accessible form. 


The present volume covers a world-wide assemblage of 
mythical stories and beliefs from Europe (Norse, Teuton and 
Celt), Egypt and the Near East, China and Japan, North and 
South America and lastly Australasia, including those of the more 
backward peoples like the Bushman, whose jealously treasured 
lore the impact of modern civilisation is slowly extinguishing. 
Special studies are facilitated by prefixing a “dagger”’ sign to all 
cross references and one is able to proceed through the volume 
and read all the relevant material relating to one particular subject. 
A succinct but serviceable biography provides the student with 
an excellent guide to further literature, should it be desired to 
pursue the subject in detail. 


Though primary a work of reference, this new edition of 
Everyman’s Dictionary of Non-Classical Mythology is also an 
important contribution towards a more simple rationalism of 
Folklore in general. By relating the myths to a historical back- 
ground, a contention that is still strenously debated, Mr. Sykes 
introduces a more factual perspective to the study of Folklore and 
challenges those hypotheses that have endowed primitive man 
with complicated psychological processes that entirely conflict 
with what is known concerning his characteristics and environ- 
ment. 








Of particular significance in this respect are the numerous 
creation legends which while exhibiting a rough conformity, have 
a world-wide distribution. ‘These are generally associated with 
catastrophe or Deluge myth and are usually varied in detail. As 
the editor’s preface observes, they appear to fall within a definite 
pattern, and must be ascribed to the evolution of an abstract 
philosophic doctrine in some common centre, spreading thence 
to all parts of the earth through the process of diffusion. That 
similar stories arose independently through the same medium in 
various localities may be dismissed as improbable. Or alterna- 
tively, the creation and catastrophe myths must be regarded as 
folk-memory of some actual experience, involving a revolution 
of the ordinary forces of nature and the subsequent disintegration 
and reconstitution of culture, in which case they should precede 
and not succeed the stories of creation. Such a development 
would only become logical when the Creation came to be regarded 
as the beginning and not the Redemption of mankind. Neither 
in the New World nor the Cid is there definite evider.ce that these 
stories or accretions of religious belief such as the widespread 
cult of the Mother Goddess could have evolved through abstract 
philosophical speculations of the type that developed in Ancient 
Greece from the Fourth Century B.C. onwards. Even then these 
myths did not fall into oblivion before the scientific cosmogonies 
of the philosophers, but by maintaining their prestige of reality, 
were able to exercise a considerable influence upon these specu- 
lations. The Bible has preserved the classic examples of Creation 
and Deluge legends. 

This new approach to Folklore induces the consideration 
that these religious traditions and indeed mythology in general, 
should be regarded as reality and not imaginative speculation. 


Ohis Label of Heresy

I have always held to the opinion that heresy was the expres- 
sion of opinions or doctrines contrary to fundamental truths 
commonly accepted as orthodox. Never having read Hoerbiger’s 
Theory in detail I know nothing about the manner in which it 
holds to or departs from orthodox pathways of logic. The neces- 
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sity for this admission of ignorance grew up out of the fact that 
the publisher’s reviews of this theory nearly always carried ex- 
cerpts with which I could not agree—and with the limited time I 
have at my disposal for reading and study it was only natural that 
books other than Hoerbiger inspired ones found their way onto 
the shelves of my small library. 


True science should have neither desires nor prejudices. I 
do not say that Hoerbiger is wrong—I merely say that at this 
present writing the Hoerbiger Theory does not impress me as 
being essential to an understanding of fundamental truths. Truth 
is not always self-evident. More frequently than not it has to be 
searched for and found in unexpected places. Undoubtedly the 
Hoerbiger Theory contains many truths—of this I am certain— 
but whether those truths are hidden or clearly outlined is some- 
thing I am in no position to say. 


I believe, but I cannot prove, that our present moon was a 
planet before it became a moon; that it was a sun before it became 
a planet; and that it began life as a comet before ever becomi 
a sun. In certain quarters this is an orthodox belief. In other 
quarters it is heretic and untenable. Which belief is the right 
belief? I wish I knew! 


During the past 5000 years the moon has moved closer to the 
Earth . . . or should I further reveal my heretic tendencies by 
stating that the Earth has moved closer to the moon and that the 
sun has moved closer to the Earth? The sun approaches that 
time when it will become a planet and its planets will become its 
family of moons . . . and the moon will pass on into oblivion. 
But isn’t this almost exactly what Commander Nutter is contend- 
ing will eventually happen? We perceive the same event, approach- 
ing its time of culmination; but the Commander foresees disaster 
whereas I see only the effects of age. 


Most assuredly lunar and planetary involution is the order of 
progress in any solar system, but there comes a point where invo- 
lution ceases and dissolution begins. There is no collision of 
worlds, no crashing of moons upon the surface of planets. The 
years shorten as the planet picks up the orbital velocity it must 
have before it can move nearer the sun. As the system contracts 
the galaxy and the universe itself appears to expand. By imper- 
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ceptible degrees all the moons move nearer their individual planets, 
the planets move closer to their suns, and the suns prepare for the 
coming of a comet around which they can revolve as planets when 
their solar radiance dims and is extinguished by their sudden 
plunge into orbital motion. Our sun becomes a planet attended 
by its nine moons, and our moon dissolves itself into the vastness 
of space. 


Of course it’s heresy! If Hoerbiger ever said anything like 
that no one has ever called it to my intention. But just who is the 
heretic, in reality? The source of my information is older than 
Hoerbiger—older than Atlantis—older even than the lost con- 
tinent of Mu. Mine was once upon a time orthodox Temple 
Records. Hoerbiger, if I understand it correctly, claims to have 
fathered his theory without consulting these ancient records. 
Must I pay homage to Hoerbiger simply because | cannot reveal 
the records from which I translate and copy? 


In Mythology Saturn is the Elder Planet because Saturn was 
once upon a time a solar system by itself. The rings are most 
probably the residue of former moons, older than the planet we 
call by the name of Saturn. Our present sun has but one ring— 
the belt of the asteroids. These are the remnants of former moons 
not yet eompletely dissolved. What became of the planet around 
which these small objects formerly revloved? If the planet were 
to suddenly quit its orbit wouldn’t it in all probability hurl one 
or more of these small objects towards the Earth? And wouldn’t 
an object of appreciable size, travelling this great distance, fall 
upon the Earth with enough violence to destroy a continent? As 
a closing thought I quote you an excerpt from the Lhasa Record 
as interpreted by Schliemann: 


“When the Star of Bal fell on the place where now is only 
the sky and the sea, the seven cities with their golden gates and 
transparent temples, quivered and shook like the leaves in a storm; 
and, behold, a flood of fire and smoke arose from the palaces of 
Mu .. . the land and its inhabitants were torn to pieces and 
swallowed up by the depths.” 


This is oné way of quieting heretics.

Reply bo “ Ohis Label of Heresy ”

My use of the word HERESY implied a deviation (if this is 
the correct word for a direct denial) from the orthodox tenets of 
the Hoerbiger Theory. As the British Hoerbiger Institute 
has been incorporated into the Research Centre Group, I naturally 
imagined that one of the objects of the Group was the dissemina- 
tion of this Theory. 


I am not prejudiced, because my knowledge of the details of 
the problems involved is too small, but from a common sense 
point of view logical deductions from the Hoerbiger Theory give 
reasonable and simple explanations for so many of the past events 
on Earth—sometimes in unexpected places and in surprising 
detail—that I am loth to believe that it is entirely wrong. 


My HERESY letter was written deliberately with the idea 
of producing a discussion and I think the correspondence has 
proved of value, because it has drawn attention to the fact that 
the Hoerbiger Theory is not right in all its aspects. It would be 
surprising if it was as it was produced some 40 years ago in the 
pre-Einstein Age. 


Most, if not all of Hoerbiger’s Cosmological Guesses will 
have tobe jettisoned and some new explanation found to account 
for the ten or more Moon Captures with their subsequent Ap- 
proach and Disintegration. Thus I too am a Heretic, but with the 
ultimate salvation of the Hoerbiger Theory at heart! 


From Mr. Bradley’s letter to which this is a reply and from 
other letters I think that Mr. Bradley’s Theories and Hoerbigers’ 
can be reconciled, once the obvious errors of the latter have been 
eliminated. Mr. Bradley admits Moon involution, which, what- 
ever its cause, is a necessity to the Hoerbiger Theory and his dis- 
like of World Collisions (Down with Velikovsky!) is shared by 
Hoerbiger. Dissolution after involution raises a point of difference, 
but mainly on the way this takes place, and Hoerbiger does have 
evidence (e.g. Tiahuanaco) on his side. 
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With regard to Mr. Bradley’s Theories about the origins of 
the Moon, Planets and Sun I (and Hoerbiger) agree with the first; 
I am willing to agree with the second, but would have to have a 
more exact definition of what constitutes a “Sun”; I do not agree 
with the third if the modern definition of the word “Comet’’ is 
implied, because the mass of even the smallest Moon is too great. 
But the latter Theories, right or wrong, do not effect the Moon 
Capture Theory, which is not concerned with events before the 
Planets (and Moons) were Planets. 


It is a pity that Mr. Bradley is not in a position to divulge 
the details of his old records, because they might shed light on 
a number of problems concerning the History of the World. 
Known Pre-History in the form of Myths is not easy to interpret. 
because all myths have been more or less distorted and symbolised 
in the course of time; but even with these application of the 
Hoerbiger Theory has been found to give a convincing meaning 
to many apparently impossible and contradictory statements. 


The events concerning the Star of Bal may well have taken 
place at the time of the dissolution of the Tertiary Planet if not at 
the time of the Capture of the present Moon, because even Thibet 
and the land in its vicinity may have been flooded when the 
waters were released from the Girdle Tide envisaged by Hoerbiger.

More in Heresy

So I am accused of heresy by Cmdr. Nutter, who himself 
denies the vital principle underlying the Hoerbiger theory; that 
the friction of interstellar matter could produce such planetary 
involution as to cause five smaller bodies to be successively cap- 
tured by the Earth! If snakes there be, then there be three! 
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Advances in physics and astronomy since Hoerbiger’s time 
having undoubtedly disposed of the astronomical part of the 
theory there remains but the geological evidence, for most, if not 
all, of which alternative explanations have been offered. But the 
final disproof seems to me to lie in the evidence of the American 
expedition which I quoted in my article; for it is surely incon- 
ceivable that four satellites could have deposited their substance 
onto the Earth and there remain less than 100 feet of sedimentary 
substance over this vast ocean bed. In fact one could but expect 
that the effect of a released girdle tide would be to sweep the loose 
substance from the land areas and deposit it in the hollows that 
now form the oceans, for, as Cmdr. Nutter points out in his latest 
article, surface water moves faster than that at greater depth. 


Having produced a cosmological theory which seems to me 
to account for many unexplained astronomical and geological 
facts, I wrote my article for this journal to point out that the 
American expedition found proof of land having existed in the 
Atlantic and to offer an alternative suggestion (which follows as a 
natural consequence of my general theory) for its disappearance. 
Thereby I hoped to render a service to the Atlantis Society by 
saving from alieniation those who are unable to accept the 
Hoerbiger hypothesis. 


Regarding the denial that most mountain ranges and valleys 
run about North and South: This is a matter that can be judged 
by any reader who cares to consult a good physical map of the 
world, but from memory I quote the following: The line of the 
Rockies and Andes and the deep trench to the West; Greenland, 
continuing as the Atlantic Ridge to the Antartic; the highlands of 
Africa; India and the Indian Divide reaching to Antartica; 
several island chains and underwater ridges in the Pacific area. 
There is nothing running East and West comparable to these. In 
this connection an interesting point arises in regard to the Moon. 
As there does not appear to be any tendency for her mountain 
ranges to run in any particular direction she can never have been 
oblate in form; which indicates either that she was formed without 
axial rotation or, as I think more probable, that she lost her rotation 
before she solidified in the manner suggested in my evolutionary 
theory. 





Finally, may I make some reference to the Moon’s supposed 
glaciosphere, of which Cmdr. Nutter seems inordinately fond! 
Astronomers are unanimously agreed that there is neither water 
nor ice on the Moon. There is a theory that no body of such a 
mass at such a distance from the Sun could retain an atmosphere, 
but apart from this, observation of the light from stars passing 
behind the Moon positively confirm that no gases exist.. It is 
possible to calculate the temperature of the Moon’s surface from 
the solar constant, taking into consideration the axial rotation, 
and to measure it by means of the balometer and the thermo- 
couple. Both theory and measurement agree that the centre of 
the bright side attains a temperature of about 120 C., much above 
the boiling point of water even at atmospheric pressure, so that if 
any water were to exist it would be vaporised and reveal itself as 
an atmosphere.
